The  Guinea,  first  of  all,  derives  its 
name  from  the  fact  that  much  of  the 
gold  used  in  England's  early  issues 
came  from  Africa  through  various 
British  trade  companies,  like  the  Guhea 
Company,  the  South  Sea  Company,  and 
others . 

The  Guinea  appeared  under  the 
Restoration  of  Charles  II  and  left  the 
monetary  system  as  an  actual  coin 
when  the  Pound  or  Sovereign  replaced 
it  under  George  III.  But  to  this  day, 
many  English  accounts  are  kept  in 
Guineas  and  the  term  has  become  a 
kind  of  trade  coin. 

Always  slightly  heavier  than  the 
Sovereign,  the  Guinea  is  valued  at  5% 
more  than  the  latter  and  worth  21 
Shillings  in  commercial  dealings  today. 
Club  dues,  theatre  tickets,  professional 
fees,  bequests,  etcetera,  are  some  of 
the  things  always  paid  in  Guineas  raiher 
than  Pounds,  even  today. 

During  the  17th  and  18th  Centuries, 
coins  ranging  from  half  a Guinea  to 
five  Guineas  were  commonly  issued 
with  an  accasional  smaller  division  as 
well.  The  large  five  Guineas  are  amorg 
the  world's  most  beautiful  gold  coins. 

Sovereigns  are  much  older  than 
Guineas,  going  back  to  the  reign  of 
Henry  VIII  in  the  16th  Century.  At

the  revived  Sovereigns  of  George  III, 
around  1810,  were  small,  thick  and 
machine  struck.  They  were  worth  20 
Shillings.  Although  the  term  "Guinea" 
never  appears  on  any  of  the  coins,  the 
word  "Sovereign"  does  appear  occa- 
sionally, as  on  the  Australian  issues 
of  Queen  Victoria. 

The  Goergian  Sovereign  took  up  the 
multiple  coinage  of  the  Guinea  series, 
with  two  and  five -pound  pieces.  A 
multiple  of  the  Sovereign  is  never  a 
2 or  5 Sovereign  coin,  as  the  term 
applies  only  to  the  single  unit. 

To  this  day  Victoria  Sovereigns  are 
being  struck  for  trade  purposes,  es- 
pecially with  Greece  and  the  Middle 
East.

ANCIENT  ROME’S  "TRADE  DOLLAR" 

In  the  1870's,  the  United  States  issued 
a series  of  Trade  Dollars  in  order  to 
capture  part  of  the  profitable  Orient 
trade.  These  coins  favored  oriental 
tastes  in  that  they  had  a better  silver 
content  than  the  regular  American  dol- 
lar. 

Trade  coins  have  been  issued  for 
centuries  by  many  countries,  although 
it  takes  a certain  national  wealth  and 
affluence  to  do  so.  The  Netherlands  are 
still  issuing  their  Standing  Knight 
Ducats;  Austria  has  never  stopped 
making  Maria  Theresa  Talers,  and  the 
English  Gold  Pound  of  Queen  Victoria 
is  still  a main  coin  in  Greece  and 
Turkey.  There  are  numerous  examples 
of  less  importance,  like  the  Albertus 
Taler  of  Germany,  the  Vereinsthaler 
of  Austria  and  the  Japanese  Trade  Yen. 

During  the  Middle  Ages,  silver  was 
much  too  precious  to  think  of  issuing 
any  of  it  in  the  form  of  foreign  trade 
coins;  besides,  there  was  very  little 
foreign  trade  and  what  there  was,  it 
was  highly  dangerous  and  speculative. 

However,  during  the  Greek  and  Roman 
periods  of  history,  when  trade  flour- 
ished, such  coinages  do  occue.  The 
Green  pegasos  staters  and  the  owl 
tetradrachms  of  Athens  are  well  known 
samples.  Less  well  known,  but  even 
more  comparable  to  modem  trade 
coinages,  is  the  silver  Victoriate 
issued  by  the  Roman  Republic  between 
about  268  and  100  B.C.  It  is  really  the 
first  true  trade  coin  in  the  sense  that 
it  had  almost  no  circulation  in  the 
homeland,  at  least,  not  at  first. 

The  Roman  trade  coin  was  born  of

envy.  The  Greek  merchants  across 
the  Adriatic  - especially  at  Corfu,  a 
thriving  port  - were  not  taking  kindly 
to  the  Roman  Denarious  of  the  3rd 
Century  B.C.  The  coin  was  too  heavy 
and  the  Greeks  were  used  to  their 
lighter  silver  Drachms.  Corfu  became 
rich,  flooding  the  market  with  light 
Drachms.  But  the  Roman  Senate  did 
not  give  up.  Instead,  it  authorized 
the  issue  of  a coin  exactly  the  weight 
and  fineness  of  the  Greek  Drachm.  To 
let  the  world  know  that  this  was  a 
Roman  coin,  however,  a Roman  divi- 
nity was  to  be  placed  on  the  obverse. 
On  the  reverse,  a figure  of  Victory 
erecting  a trophy  appeared.  This  was 
a common  idea  of  the  Third  Century 
and  had  no  special  local  meaning. 
Underneath,  only  the  word  ROMA  was 
placed.  There  is  some  diversion  of 
opinion  to  this  day  as  to  whether  the 
bearded  head  of  the  male  deity  is  indi- 
cated by  the  fact  that  this  god  has  no 
Roman  coins  of  his  own  and  thus  would 
have  been  ideal  for  an  extraordinary 
series. 

Gradually,  the  Victoriate  lost  fine- 
ness and  weight  just  as  the  finances 
of  Rome  deteriorated.  With  the  gradual 
extension  of  Roman  political  sway  over 
Greece  and  the  Orient,  the  need  for  a 
voluntary  trade  coin  also  diminished 
and  the  Roman  Denarius  became  strong 
enough  to  stand  on  its  own.  The  former 
Victoriate  gradually  assumed  the  size 
and  weight  of  the  Quinarius.  Whereas 
it  had  originally  been  valued  at  3/4 
of  the  Denarius,  it  was  now  worth 
only  half  the  Denarius.  As  late  as 
101  B.  C. , the  Victoriate  type  occurs 
in  Quinarius  disguise,  but  only  those 
issued  between  268  and  about  150  B.C. 
can  be  called  true  "Trade  coins  of 
Rome. "
